Tue Minutes of last year’s meeting were now to be 
read, the Synod agreed, however, to dispense with read- 
ing the same. 


Messrs. Hemping and Krauth were appointed a com- 
mittee to examine the last year’s proceedings of this 
Synod, and report thereon. 


Messrs. Scheurer, G. Jager and Hetrick to examine 
the aecounts of the Treasurer, for last year. 


The session was closed with prayer. 
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Monday aflternoon at 3 o'clock. 


THE session was opened with singing and prayer. 


Messrs. Ruthrauff, H. S. Miller and Fleischer were 
appointed a committee to examine the minutes of the 


Synod of New York, of last year. 


Messrs Trumbauer, Waage and Stein, for those of 
the German Reformed Synod, of last year, and to report 
thereon. 

Tue first Committee made report, as foilows: 

No. 1. A letter from the late Governor, J. Andrew 
Shulze, containing transcripts of letters of Dr. Niemey- 
er and others, concerning the transfer of $341, arising 
from the Legacies of Halle. 


No. 2. A letter from the Rev. Mr. Gross, of Ham- 


_jlton township, in which he desires to be excused forhis 


non-attendance—and makes report of his official labors, 
during the last year. 
The excuse was accepted. 


No. 3. A letter from the Rev. Pastor Becker, of 
Lancaster, in which he excuses his absence—makes re- 
port of his official labours of last year, and states the sit- 
uation of the Treasury of the Synod. 

His excuse, for non-attendance, was accepted. 


Tue second Committee made the following report : 


No. 4. A letter fromthe Rev. Dr. F. D. Shafer, Se- 
nior of the Ministerium, in which he excuses his absence. 
The committee was of opinion that the same ought to 
be read. Which was accordingly done. 


Whereupon it was 
Resolved, That the Rey. Dr. Shafer be excused for 
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‘hon-attendance, and that he be requested to answer the 


letter of Pastor Carpenter, to assure him of our love and 
respect. 


No. 5. A letter from the Rev. Mr. Vanhof, in which 
he states indisposition as a'reason for non-attendance, 
and communicates a report of his official labours. 

Mr. Vanhof’s excuse was accepted. 


No. 6. A letter from Mr, Billmeyer, of Germantown, 
concerning the German Lutheran Hymn Book. The 
committee moved to have the letter read ; which was 
accordingly done—And after the Synod expressed its 
opinion on the subject, it was 


Resolved, That the further consideration of the sub- 
ject, be postponed, indefinitely. That his letter, how- 
ever, should be answered by the President, and he be 
assured of our respect and friendship. 


No. 7. A letter from the Vestry of Frieden’s Con- 
gregation, in Schuylkill county, stating that they have 
chosen a Mr. George Frey as their preacher; desiring 
the Synod to see him examined, and if found worthy, to 


appoint him their Pastor. 


Resolved, That if Mr. Frey shall be accounted wor- 
thy of the office, he shall be appointed, to officiate in 
said congregation. 


Tue third committee made report as follows : 

No. 8. A letter signed by the Vestry of Buffaloe, 
Youngmanstown, Derrstown and Whitedeer Congrega- 
tions, in which they state, that a decision by the Court 
of Union county, respecting the conduct of the Rev. J. 
G. Heim, is deemed a sufficient reason by them, why the 
said Mr. Heim isto be removed from the Pastoral care 
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of said Congregations—and pray that the same may b> 


done. The committee moved to have the letter read. 


Whereupon, it was, on motion, 


Resolved, That if the Rev. Mr. Heim, should be un- 
able to justify himself, at our next Synodical meeting, 
he shall be dealt with according to the prayers of his 
congregations. 


2. That, to avoid disturbances, the said Rev. Heim is 
to stand in no connection, as Pastor, with his congrega- 
tions during the present year.

They contain evidences of the highest terms, hoth as re- 
epects his conduct and his preaching —they pray that he 
may be acknowledged worthy of the office and accepted 
a member ofthe Ministerium, After these three num- 
bers, together with the two preceding, were duly con- 
sidered, it was, on motion, — 

Resolved, That we rejoice, on account of the evi- 
dences, favourable to Mr. J. Schitz, and that we will now, 
according to promise, receive him as a member of our 
association. | 
No. 14. A letter from the Rev. Mr. Waltz, to the 
Rev. Pres. Miller—The consideration of which was 
postponed. 
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The fi/th committee reported as follows : 
No. 15. A letter from the Rev. Pastor J. Jager, sta- 


ting his reasons for non-attendance at this Synod: 


“ Not indisposition, nor the great distance do I give as 
reasons of absence ; but the imprudent and unbrotherly 
behaviour of one of the members of the Synod at our 
last years meeting, toward me and my father.”? He 
further informs the Synod, that he has accepted a call 
from the congregations of Allentown and Upper Sacco- 
na. He hopes that all transactions of the Synod may 
be done in peace and harmony, and communicates a re- 
port of his, and his father’s official labours, of the pre- 
céding year. 


On motion, 

Resolved, That Pastor J. Jaeger and his Rey. father 
be excused for non-attendance at this Synod; that his 
accusations however, concerning one of our brethren, 
are disapproved of. 


The session closed with prayer: 
This evening the Rev. Dr. Mayer, preached in the 
English language, from Philipians 3. 8. 


Tue Morning, 9 o'clock. 
Hymn and prayer opened the sesssion. 
The Rev. Pastor Waltz appeared and took his seat. 
Mr. Beiroth, Deputy from Maytown, asked leave of 
absence—which was granted. 


No. 14. Was again brought before the Synod— 
whereupon it was 

Resolved, That said letter did not badebes to the Syn- 
od, but was the property of Pastor J. Miller—and _ that 
brother Miller had permission to receive the same. 
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Resolved, That.the letter of Dr. Niemyer relative to 
the European Legacies, be now read. 4 


The Rey Dr.Schmucker having in his possession a 
translation of said letter, in the English language, was 
therefore requested to read the same.

That the President shall however, lay all the informa- 
tion, he may obtain, during the present year, relative to 
the European legacies, before the next meeting of the 
Synod. 

3. That all notes of hand taken by the former Presi- 
dent, of monies loaned out, from these legacies, are de- 
clared null and void. 

4, That the Rev. Mr. Becker, ‘Treasurer, is hereby 
empowered to deliver the monies arising from the leg- 
agies, to the President of the Synod. 

The Rev. J. Gerhart appeared as a Delegate from the 
German Reformed Synod. Hes was requested to take 
a seat among us. 

Pastor J. Miller, from the committee appointed to

Whereupon, it was, on motion, 

Resolved, That if Rev. Scheurer should feel him- 
self strong enough, and desires to travel, for the term 
of three months, to visit vacant Congregations, that he 
shall be satisfied out of the Synodical funds. 

The Secretary received directions to have 500 copies 
of the present proceedings, printed in the German, and — 
_ 200 copies in the English language—and that the ex- 
__ penses thereof shall be defrayed out of the Synodical 
fund. 


An Election was now held for the next meeting of 

the Synod. Invitations were received from Williams- 

_ port, Easton and Womelsdorf. The votes being taken, 
it appeared that Womelsdor/ was fixed upon as the place 
_ for the meeting in 1832, and Trinity feast the time. ~ 


f —-—s- The Synodical business being now finished—a Hymn 
to the praise of God, was sung—the whole meeting 
bowed before the Omnipotent, and after a fervent prayer, 

the President dismissed the Deputies, recommending

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SESSION OF THE MINISTERIOM. 


Immediately after the close of the session of the Synod, 
the Ministerial Meeting commenced. 

The Rev. Professor Schmucker was introduced and 
requested to take a seat among us. 

Messrs. Jared Schitz, George Frey, Jeremiah Herpel, 
Marcus Herpel, and John Felty, appeared as applicants 
for examination and reception. 

Resolved, That these Gentlemen shall have permis- 
sion to be examined. 

On motion, the President appointed two committees 
to examine the applicants. 

The first committee consisted of Messrs. Hecht, 
Krauth, G, Jaeger and Keller, to which Jeremiah Herpel 


George Frey, and J. Felty were referred. 


‘ ‘The second committee consisted of Messrs. Probst, 
Ulhor,n Dr. Schmucker, and C. Miller, who were direc- 
ted to examine Jared Schitz and Marcus Herpel. 

The session was closed with prayer. 


This evening the Rev. Mr. Krauth, preached in the 


English Language from John 16, 14. 
Wednesday Morning 9 o'clock. 
_ Hymn and Prayer. 
The Rev. Dr. Mayer and Pastor German, requested, 
and obtained leave of absence. 
_ Anumber of papers of a certain Mr. Ph. J. Deininger 
were laid on the table. On motion, said papers were 


referred to the Rev. Mr. Abele and Wampole, to exam- 


ine them and report thereon. 

A motion was made by Pastors Hecht and C. Miller, 
that the candidates J. J. Benninger and Jer. Shindel be 
ordained this evening——which was agreed to, 
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The first examining committee reported : That they 
have examined Messrs. Jer. Herpel, George Frey, and 


J. Felty. The committee was considerably gratified 
with the qualifications of Mr. Herpel—That the other 


two, however, were too ignorant to be recommended to 


the Ministerium, in any character, whatever. 
Resolved, That Mr. Jeremiah Herpel, be admitted 
as a candidate; and as such, receive the usual license. 


The second committee reported: That Mr. Schitz 
did not study the Languages, yet upon the most impor. 
tant parts of Divinity and Church History, answered 
to their satisfaction. That Mr. M. Herpel had some 
knowledge of the Latin and Greek, and satisfied the 


committee in his attainments of Theology and Church 
History, 


Resolved, That Mr. Schitz and Marcus Herpel be 
licensed as candidates for the Ministerium. 
A motion of the last year’s Ministerium, to be decided 


by this body, respecting applicants, was now taken iato 
consideration. —Afiter a modification was offered and ac- 
cepted, the motion passed in the following shape : 


That at the close of each Ministerial meeting, the | 


President shall appoint an examining committee for the 
ensuing year, which committee shall have privilege to 
examine the applicants, at any convenient time, during 


the sessions of the Synod and Ministerium. 


Resolved, That this resolution shall take effect im- 
mediately. 


Whereupon, the committee for the ensuing session, 
was appointed by the President, and consists of Messrs: 
Hecht, Krauth, Batis, C. Miller, Keller and Ulhorn. 
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The committee to whom was referred the papers of 
Ph. J. Deininger, made report as follows : 


That the said Mr. Deininger was a native of Wur- 
temburg—that he received a liberal education—that par- 
ticular circumstances led him into a military life——that 
he served in different important stations—that he at 
length was permitted to emigrate to America—that he 
now prays the Rev. Ministerium to give him advice, or 
to assist him in procuring some Congregations. He is 
willing to subject himself to an examination—he has 
good testimonials both as respects his knowledge and 
character, &c. 

The committee recommend him to the particular at- 
tention of the Ministerium. ‘No resolution could be 
adopted, at present, &c. 

Hereupon the President mentioned, that the business 


of the Ministerium was now finished. The meeting 


joined in singing praises to our God, and the President 
closed the same with a fervent prayer. 

In the evening the Clergymen and Congregation met 
inthe house of God. Dr. Schmucker preached from 
2d John 1, 9. After which the Ordination was perform- 


ed, by the Rev, President, assisted by the other Officers 


of the Synod—and the accepted candidates received 
their licenses. The Secretary then returned thanks to 
the Congregation of Harrisburg, for the kindness and 
hospitality, which the Synod enjoyed at their hands. — 
The benediction was then pronounced, and the congre- 
gation dismissed. 

May the great head of His Church smile upon us, and 
bless the labour of our meetings—May we and our con- 
gregations be enlightened and sanctified more and more 
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—be the true followers of the Son of God: May His 
Church be preserved in its purity—be planted among 
all nations of the earth, that all mankind may know that 

Jesus Christ is the Lord, to the Glory of God the 
father—Amen.
